Drugs called major 
problem in county 


The 1971 County Grand Jury has identified the prime problem of the 
county as being narcotics, affecting both social and economic life, in 
their final report issued today. 
The report reiterates a recommendation that the County employ a 
qualified person to coordinate the presently scattered endeavors now 
being made to cope with the problem. Further, they recommend, that 
such a person may be instrumental in securing outside funds to mount 
added program s proving effective in other parts of the County. 
“ Socially it develops crim e as a way of getting cash to support the 
dope habit and results in the waste of human resources by those 
addicted,” George R. Vance, foreman of Iximpoc, stated in his letter 
of transm ittal to Presiding Superior Court Judge Charles S. Stevens. 
“ Economically, its expense is great, for the cost of added police 
protection and detection, and for the merchandise stolen." 
In the area of law enforcement, the Grand Jury recommends the 
expansion of work furlough facilities and calls attention to the need for 
a complete crim e laboratory in the County. 
The Grand Jury also recommends that the Board of Supervisors 
take necessary steps to make appointive positions in place of the three 
presently elective fiscal positions in the County — auditor, tax 
collector and treasurer. 
“ None of these positions is policy-making," Vance wrote, “ the work 
of each is prescribed. There have been tim es when the Board of 
Supervisors has felt that it could not make effective suggestions for 
improvement 
in an office since the incumbent was directly 
resf)onsible to the people. But unfortunately, often the ‘people’ are not 
in a position to know whether or not the one in office is truly 
performing effectively, especially since these offices are filled at’ 
gubernatorial prim ary election time, when the voters’ attention is apt 
to be drawn to higher offices and contested positions.” 
It is further suggested that the supervisors examine the workings of 
the departm ents with an eye toward consolidation of two or three of 
them. The Auditor office should remain separate, 
the Jury 
recommends. 


Veterans ordered to 
end Statue takeover

judge today ordered 16 Vietnam 
veterans

Congressman favors farm bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A farm price- 
boosting bill attacked by Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L Butz offers “the most 
positive and direct way to increase farm 
income,” a House Democrat said today. 
Rep. John Melcher. D-Mont., cosportsor 
of the bill which would increase support 
rates for wheat and feed grains by 25 per 
cent, said in a rebuttal to Butz that passage 
of the bill would not likely reduce farmer 
enrollment in the 1972 surplus-control 
program for corn and other feed grains. 


Melcher s comments were telephoned 
from his Forsyth, Mont,, home after 
publication of a UPI interview in which 
Butz said he hopes the Senate will reject 
the price support measure 
The bill, 
sponsored by Melcher and Rep Mark An­ 
drews, R-N.D., passed the House earlier 
this month as an amendment to a measure 


setting 
up 
a national 
grain 
reserve 
stockpile. Senate action is expected earlv 
in 1972 


The Agriculture Department already has 
announced 1972 supports for com at a 
national average of $1.05 per bushel and for 
wheat at $1.25 per bushel, both unchanged 
from 1971. The Melcher-Andrews bill would 
lift the corn support to $1 31 a bushel and 
wheat to $1 56 These “support loan” rates 
are guaranteed by the government to 
farmers 
who 
comply 
with 
acreage 
controls, and thus serve to undergird the 
open market price. 


Butz said the higher feed grain price 
supports mandated by the bill for both 1971 
and 1972 crops would make it “ very, very- 
difficult 
to get farmers to agree to idle 
enough land next year to avoid a continued 
feed grain surplus.

The timing and form of 
the President’s request is 
undecided.

As the year draws to a 
close it seems appropriate 
to discuss one of our boo- 
boos. Today’s hand appeared 
in September as an example 
of getting to seven in spite 
of interference. The seven 
heart contract is a good one 
but it falls one trick short 
because East holds five dia­ 
monds to the 10, 
How can a losing bid be a 
good One? Not from the re­ 
sult but rather from the fact 
that South belongs in seven 
hearts and will make that 
contract more than three- 
quarters of the time. Re­ 
member you don’t make all 
your contracts unless you 
underbid scandalously. 
When we first wrote up 
this hand the 10 ofdiamonds 
was in the N o r t h hand. 
Somewhere along the way it 


hopped over to E a s t with 
disastrous results as pointed 
out by hundreds of readers. 
Now for a little fun. Leave 
that 10 of diamonds over in 
the East hand. Shift the eight' 
and six of spades between 
North and S o u t h and the 
hand makes in spite of the 
diamond situation. Not that 
it would be likely to make 
at the table, but if South 
ruffs his d e u c e of clubs, 
draws trumps and leads the 
queen of spades he has de­ 
veloped what might be called 
a super-Vienna coup. 
West can’t afford to duck 
so he covers. This sets up 
two of East's spades as high, 
but when South takes his last 
two trumps poor East must 
either unguard his 10 of dia­ 
monds or set up South’s eight 
of spades as a winner.

Some methadone has "gotten out of the 
county’s methadone program for heroin 
addicts, the Board of Supervisors was told 
Monday. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter said his office 
had 
apprehended 
some 
persons with 
methadone in their possession. 
He said he understood these were addicts 
associated with the county-wide program 
Dr Norbert McNamara, County Mental 
Health Services director, said the fact that 
it is known that “some methadone has 
gotten out on the street” tends to support 
the feeling that addicts should not be 
allowed to take out a number of doses, but 
should undergo treatment at the clinics. 
There had been testimony by addicts and 
others that it was difficult for many to 
make repeated trips each week to the 
clinics in Santa Barbara and Santa Maria 
areas. 


to the board there was any collusion 
between them in providing law enforce­ 
ment agencies with addicts for added state 
funding, information concerning addicts’ 
records 
before 
and 
after 
receiving 
treatm ent is needed as proof of the success 
of the program, declared Dr McNamara. 
Mandatory group therapy sessions have 
been required, said the mental health 
chief, because it was found that those 
making most progress could help those who 
were faltering. Addicts contended that 
those “going clean” shouldn’t have to take

order to prevent any fish passing through the diversion 
Pauline Davis, Assemblywoman from Portola and a 
member of the Assembly Natural Resources and Conser­ 
vation Committee, was responsible for the introduction of 
this bill Under prior legislation only diversions of more 
than 250 feet per second were covered by screening require­ 
ments. 
The State Fish and Game Commission has reversed itself 
on a proposal to return to a bag limit of 10 albacore as was 
first adopted lor the 1972 fishing regulations. So now 
albacore fishermen can load up on the long fins, and sell 
them, no doubt under the counter. 
Pictures of so called “ sportsmen standing knee deep in 
dead albacore makes us really wonder, what gives? The 
“ sportsman” will never use or even give away all the fish 
depicted. 
Even as the biologists say there is no need for a limit, 
what about the mackeral? And what, no doubt, is happening 
to the anchovy? Mackeral were caught by the sackful a few 
years ago, and soon they were almost extinct It is only bv 
good management that the halibut is slowly coming back. 
In spite of all sportsmen can do, a strong commercial lobby 
is practically unbeatable 
The new regulations will go into effect March t, 1972, 
with the general trout season opening April 29 and run 
through November 15. The limit will be five trout or salmon 
in combination, except that from April 29 to November 15, 
when the limit will be 10 trout or salmon, but not more than 
10 pounds and one fish 
The commission also adopted a reduction from three to 
two, daily limits for f ishermen on extended ocean trips 
They also removed the limit on bullhead catlish state 
wide. And they closed Whale Rock Reservoir during the 
general trout season, and imposed a five fish limit 
The Commission also endorsed the DFG s wild trout 
program, which is aimed at maintaining and developing 
quality fisheries A wild trout stream is defined as one 
managed for the production of wild trout, and not stocked 
with hatchery strains of catchable trout. Certain streams 
will be selected, and limits reduced, and many of the 
smaller fish caught will be released The DFG hopes that 
the plan will help ensure perpetuation of valuable strains of 
native trout that otherwise may be lost 
As a starter for this project, the commission set aside a 
two mile stretch of the West Fork of the San Gabriel River 
in Los Angeles County, where only single pointed lures and 
flies will be allowed with a limit of three fish, and a six inch 
minimum size limit 
DFG director Ray Arnett took occasion to remind 
anglers that license fees have been increased under terms 
of recently enacted legislature A full license will now be $7. 
which includes $4 for the license. $1 tor inland stamp (all 
fish but salmon and trout» and $2 for the latter fish. 
Arnett went on to say that without the additional funds 
generated by the increases, it would have been necessary to 
cut back the conservation programs before 1973 That's just 
when they will need augmentation to offset the effects of 
the growing pressures being placed on our fisheries and 
wildlife. 
Angling licenses are issued on a calender basis, and 1972 
licenses will be required beginning January 1 
With more than 2.3 million licensed fishermen. California 
leads the nation in fishing licenses

Dear Dr. Lainb—What are 
the symptoms of too much 
iron in one’s system? Could 
this cause almost daily sick 
headaches? When I eat any 
prepared food or take vita­ 
mins that say “added iron’’ 
1 feel really ill. 
I am 66 years old, other­ 
wise 
healthy with 
normal 
blood pressure. I’m very ac­ 
tive taking care of a large 
>ard and do all the mowing, 
planting, etc. I eat m e a t , 
chicken or fish once a day 
and lots of fru^t and vege­ 
tables. My bodily functions 
couldn’t work more perfect­ 
ly. These constant headaches 
are laying me low. 
Dear Reader—There is no 
information to suggest that 
taking too much iron would 
c a u s e headaches without 
causing a lot of other prob­ 
lems you don’t seem to have. 
Headaches are a symptom 
that can be caused by aller­ 
gies, 
nervous 
tension, 
nu­ 
merous illnesses and a list of 
things so long it would fill 
this column. You would need 
a complete examination to 
r e a l l y find out what the 
problem is. 
On the subject of iron, a 
person 
eating 
a 
balanced 
diet should be getting suffi­ 
cient iron without replace­ 
ment 
unless he 
is 
losing 
blood. 
There 
are 
dangers 
from taking too much iron. 
Dr. William Crosby of Tufts- 
New England Medical Cen­ 
ter in Boston has come out 
against a proposal being con­ 
sidered by the F o o d and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
to add iron to foods. 
He

thinks this would endanger 
the nation’s health. 
Dr. Crosby points out that 
there are about 20,000 Amer­ 
icans who have a disease 
that causes excess storage 
of iron in the body and at 
least 50,000 other people with 
liver 
disease, 
plus 
blacks 
and individuals of Mediter­ 
ranean 
ethnic 
background 
with certain types of anemia 
who c a n n o t tolerate in­ 
creased amounts of iron in 
their diet. The truth is we 
have very little information 
on the effects of excessive 
ingestion of iron over long 
periods of time in even nor­ 
mal people. 
I agree with Dr. Crosby 
and feel that there is some 
real danger in adding too 
many t h i n g s to natural 
foods. The business of add­ 
ing things to natural prod­ 
ucts 
or 
making 
artificial 
products has gotten so com­ 
plex that it is almost impos­ 
sible to guess what you are 
eating. 
People 
who 
absorb 
too 
much iron or patients who 
get lots of blood transfusions 
can gradually develop iron 
deposits in the liver. The 
liver may be damaged caus- 
i n g abnormal metabolism 
w i t h a high blood sugar, 
such as diabetes. The skin 
can become bronze in color, 
hence the term “ bronze dia­ 
betes.” One treatment for 
this 
problem 
is 
repeated 
blood-letting of the patient, 
if the patient’s illness will 
permit this. 
There is an o p t i o n a l 
amount of almost everything 
and this includes iron.

Do you follow? 


With only a few days left in the year, the 
reapportionment issue is more confused 
than ever, with legislation, resolutions, < 
commissions, court suits, more court suits 
and counter-suits. 
The legislature in its special session has 
passed the plan of the Democrats for 
redistricting. Republican leaders in the 
legislature say 
it will be vetoed 
by 
Governor Reagan. In an end run, the 
Democrats have also passed resolutions — 
which do not need the governor’s signature 
— reapportioning the State senate and 
assembly. Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown 
Jr. 
has 
accepted 
them 
and 
announced 
reapportionment 
is 
“now 
final.” 
Not 
so, according 
to 
Lieutenant 
Governor Ed Reinecke. He has convened 
the 
Reapportionment 
Commission, 
as 
prescribed in the State constitution when 
the legislature fails to redistrict at the 
“ regular” session — and if Democrats 
control the legislature, the Republicans

have a three-two edge on the commission. 
But the legislature’s Democrats went to 
court, 
got 
an 
order 
forbidding 
the 
commission to take action pending a court 
review of the constitutionality of the 
applicable 
portion 
of 
the 
State 
constitution. Despite this, the commission 
is meeting, though it has not yet and may 
never 
issue 
a 
plan. 
Besides, 
the 
legislature’s Republicans have also filed a 
suit intervening in the suit filed by the 
Democrats asking the commission be 
allowed to carry out its constitutionally- 
mandated duties. 
Meanwhile, 
four 
Mexican-American 
groups have served notice they plan to file 
suit challenging the reapportionment plans 
already passed by the Democrats; they 
have 
previously 
indicated 
they 
will 
challenge in the courts any and all plans 
they feel do not give proper attention to 
the state’s estimated three million citizens 
of Mexican descent. 
Did vou follow that? 


Broadcast punishment 


Miss Edith Efron’s book, The 
News 
Twisters, 
wherein 
the 
industrious lady reports the results 
of endless hours of tape recording 
the television news during the final 
weeks 
before 
the 
Presidential 
Election of 1968, makes the point 
that 
television 
is 
simply 
not 
observing the Fairness Doctrine as 
that 
D octrine 
is 
generally 
understood. The treatment of the 
news 
was 
overwhelmingly 
pro- 
Democratic, 
pro-Humphrey, 
she 
proved, 
notwithstanding 
any 
demonstration that, in an excess of 
zeal, she might have made out the 
situation to ^ slightly worse than it 
is. 
The 
q u e s t i o n 
inevitably 
arises: 
how is the Fairness 
Doctrine, and the 
l a r g e r 
s o c i a l 
doctrines of which 
it is a part, to be 
applied to situations 
in general? Or to 
s i t u a t i o n s 
in 
particular? 
There are only three network news 
programs. Does that mean that if 
one of them chooses to be pretty 
generally liberal, that should be 
permitted, provided there is anotner 
which 
is 
pretty 
generall y 
conservative? Or does it mean that 
each of the three is required to 
preserve a nice balance? 
At the ridiculous extreme, surely, 
is the protest that now goes out 
against the relicensing of Station 
KTTV in Los Angeles, which is the 
object 
of 
a 
petition 
by 
an 
organization called the National 
A s s o c i a t i o n 
for 
B e t t e r 
Broadcasting, and one or two other 
citizens’ groups. The NABB wants 
the FCC to deny the station a fresh 
license on the grounds, primarily, 
that it sponsors a newscaster, Mr. 
George Putnam, who gives “biased 
accounts” 
of the news (you’ve 
guested it. Putnam’s bias is a 
conservative, rather than liberal). 
The other organizations, in addition 
to objecting to Mr, Putnam, object 
to the racial imbalance in the staff 
of the station. 


A professor from the University of 
California writes, “George Putnam 
is a sort of articulate hard-hat, 
laureate 
of 
the 
Archie Bunker 
constituency. His appeal is precisely 
to gut feelings and he has, one 
gathers, a large audience attracted 
by that appeal. 
“All of which would be deplorable 
if Channel 11 were the only channel 
in town, and lamentably polarizing 
if it were one of two. But every TV 
set in Los Angeles has available to it 
excellent 
reception 
from 
the 
following lineup: 2 — CBS, 4 — NBC, 
5 — Independent, 7 — ABC, 9 — 
Independent, 11 — Independent (the 
Bone 
of 
Contention), 
13 
~ 


Independent, 28 — PBS — plus a 
couple of other HF”s, one of them 
the Spanish language. 
“This,” the profes.sor remarks, 
“must 
be 
the largest viewer’s 
choice in the country, and it is a real 
choice, substantially unimpeded by 
the 
tall 
buildings 
that 
make 
reception spotty in iNew York City .. 
Dammit, anyone who wishes his 
sensibilities massaged by liberal 
newscasting has Walter Cronkite 
available to him every evening on 
Channel 2 at 7 p.m. . . . We are left 
with an effort to invoke the ultimate 
sanction against what may be the 
only TV station in the country that 
can make a case for employing a 
Yahoo newscaster, i.e.. that there is 
a public demand for same and that 
the rest of the public has ample 
options.” 
While not endorsing the mild 
animadversions on Mr. Putnam’s 
style, (the professor is a scholar of 
highly refined sensibilities), I think 
the professor makes a point which 
enthusiasts 
for 
the 
Fairness 
Doctrine, whether of the right or the 
left, should consider. Are we going 
to move against every radio station, 
in 
every 
situation, 
which 
is 
insufficiently 
balanced 
in 
its 
opinions? If we were to do so, the 
right-wing would be the tactical 


winner, no doubt about it. But what 
about the strategic situation? 
And while we are at it, are we 
going to insist that every station has 
exactly 
as 
many 
minority 
t e c h n i c i a n s , 
b r o a d c a s t e r s , 
researchers, whatever, as reflect 
the demographic situation? Does 
that mean that if next year we bring 
30,(K)0 
Urdu 
refugees 
into 
D>s 
Angeles, one of them has to be hired 
by 
Television 
Station 
KTTV? 
Mightn’t 
the 
television 
stations 
retaliate 
by 
commissioning 
a 
re.search project which might show 
that, say, whereas .seven out of ten 
Los Angelenos are white, 97 out of 
100 Angelenos equipped to serve as 
engineers, are white? That kind of 
thing — with all its overtones of 
invidiousness? 
And, finally, the sanctions that are

suggests that if Sears. Hoebuck is

Big decisions 


Santa Ynez Valley — its present, 
past and future — will be in the 
spotlight when the County Planning 
Commission meets Jan. 5 in Santa 
Barbara to try to reach a decision

1.572 new dwelling units in the area 
of Solvang. 
Planners say that big as the multi­ 
million dollar projects are, much 
more is at stake than the three 
developments of Petan Co. (Alisal 
Ranch), Insignis, Inc., of Santa 
Barbara, and ESI Land Technology.

Should General Plan amendments 
and rezonings as requested get final 
county approval, the entire Santa 
Ynez Valley — still largely rural — 
will face a whirlwind of change, 
planners with first-hand knowledge 
of the valley seem to agree. 
Others 
stress 
the 
impact 
of 
stepped-up density — if allowed in 
Santa Ynez Valley’s agricultural 
regions — would have shock waves 
that would carry into other rural 
and semi-rural areas having small 
independent communities the same 


as Santa Ynez Valley. 
Professional planners who view 
with extreme distaste the rapid-fire, 
helter-skelter 
growth 
in 
Goleta 
Valley as promising “another San 
Fernando Valley.” say Santa Ynez 
Valley 
could 
follow 
in 
Goleta 
Valley’s footsteps if its low-density 
philosophy, and system of small, 
independent towns is cast aside. 
Their concern is that huge new 
residential 
complexes 
building 
concurrently would result before 
long in a general breakdown of 
agricultural zoning and lead to a 
sort of valley metropolis taking in 
the area from Buellton east to Santa 
Ynez, and from Solvang north to Los 
Olivos. 
The charm of the valley would be 
gone, they cry, and so would the 
basis for tourism which provides 
tremendous revenues for Solvang’s 
commercial area and for other 
towns as well, they claim. Solvang. 
they say, would be just another 
urban center, and who wants to go to 
just another urban center. 
Those favoring the developments 
say 
choice 
Southern 
California 
areas such as Santa Ynez Valley 
cannot be held down for long, that 


economic development is inevitable. 
Proponents point out the valley’s 
business volume will be increased 
many fold, by having thousands of 
additional consumers. They say new 
golf 
courses 
proposed 
by 
the 
developers will continue to attract 
more visitors than ever. The three 
projects proposed, they say, are 
worthy ones of high quality. Defeat 
of these could lead later to setting 
up 
of 
much 
less 
attractive 
developments, it is argued. 
In 
the 
middle 
are 
many 
inhabitants 
who 
are 
wondering 
about water supply, sewer, health, 
and 
law 
enforcement 
and 
fire 
protection costs — to name a few — 
that would zoom upward with the 
arrival of thousands of newcomers 
in the next few years. 
Meanwhile, three valley planning 
groups 
resumed 
talks 
after 
Christmas designed to reach some 
kind of common ground prior to the 
Jan. 5 hearing. They are the Valley 
Planning and Zoning Committee, 
Solvang 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Committee, and the new Santa Ynez 
Valley Citizens for the General 
Plan.

predictions came 
to pass 
during the year although in limited 
scope. 
There 
were 
more 
bills 
launched in Sacramento aimed at 
radically higher salaries and at 
more 
organization 
than 
this 
reporter has seen in any previous 
year. 
S t e p s , 
a l b e i t 
inconclusive 
steps 
were taken toward 
the consolidation of 
police 
services. 
This 
was 
parti­ 
cularly true in the 
five cities area of 
Arroyo 
Grande. 
Pismo Beach rather 
than 
in our own 
immediate 
area, 
but 
here 
too the 
issue is still very 
much alive. 
The year 1970 was also a banner 
year in the now statewide fight to 
replace the property tax as the main 
source of school financing. Readers 
will remembt^r the Supreme court 
rulings that the use of the property 
tax 
tor 
school 
financing 
was 
unconstitutional. Much is still to be 
done, but the die is cast in the public 
mind. 
Last 
December’s column 
also 
correctly predicted that there would 
be 
a 
“ growing 
confrontation 
between teachers on the one hand 
and administration and school board 
on 
the 
other 
on 
matters 
of 
curriculum, 
with 
considerable 
agreement 
resulting” 
Obviously 
that has come to pass. Never in the 
memory 
of 
this 
reporter have 


teachers bitten the bullet so to speak 
in 
carrying 
their 
opinions 
on 
curriculum to the highest and most 
public quarters. 


Something of a plus score was also 
achieved on predictions covering 
such diverse issues as educational 
accountability, 
shoreline control, 
v o c a t i o n a l 
e d u c a t i o n 
and 
rapprochement 
between 
some 
environmentalists and their govern­ 
mental representatives. In the face 
of 
renewed 
friction 
behind 
the 
scenes on finances of the P'lower 
Festival, this column predicted “a 
resolution of economic problems 
and policies.” and a "clarification 
of historic water problems.” Re the 
latter issue new progress was made 
to 
pull 
diverse 
political 
and 
geographic elements in the North 
County 
together 
into 
something 
resembling unity. 


There was further effort along the 
lines 
of 
improving 
Lompoc- 


Casmalia 
Road 
as 
predicted 
although the project didn’t get to the 
point of planting or other actual in­ 
view improvements. 
There was also as predicted new 
moves 
to 
study 
duplication 
of 
governmental equipment and the 
joint use of government facilities. 
Joint use of airfields for example 
reached a new high from the early 
beginnings in 1965 or 1966. 
There was also, to pick up on an 
item passed over earlier in the 
column, significant resolution of 
problems surrounding the services 
exchanged 
between the City of 
Lompoc 
and 
the 
S h e r i f f ’s 
Department at Lompoc Jail. 
.And it could be that the move to 
give 18 year-olds the vote may also 
have paved the way for a relook at 
the state’s mandatory attendance at 
school until the eighteenth birthday 
or until high school graduation.
